GUIDED JEWS IN WILDERNESS* 


Hobab, the Desert Tracker, a Brother-ln-Low of Mosea, Enters the 


Picture of Israelite Wanderings—Some Significances for Present

There 
are 
striking analogies 


between the present plight of our 
bewildered nations and that of 
the Israelites, plunged Into' the 
new experience of life in the wil- 
derness, with the old stabilities 
alt gone from under their feet. 
Theirs 
was . a 
national 
crffiie, 
greater than we commonly under- 
stand. 
Their adjustments and' ad- 


versities were 
real 
and 
confi- 


dence-shaking. 
Again and again 


they cried for the good old days 
of well-fed servitude in Egypt. 


True; they had assurance that 


good times were coming; better 
times than ever they had known. 
But that prospect seemed dim and 
distant, in the light of present 
trials. There might be a land of 
bread and honey ahead of them; 
but somehow, that did not take 
the sting from the 
sandstorms, 


that glare from the flinty deserts, 
the awesomeness from the weird 
rock formations, 
the. fierceness 


from the sun, or the dull monot- 
only 
from 
this Sinai 
existence. 


Real imagination—or call it faith 
—is needed to enable one to en- 
visage a distant Promised Land 
when in the midst of a "great and 
terrible wilderness." 
A Traveller's Glimpse of Sinai. 
Sinai has always stood as a 


symbol of a terrible and myster- 
ious land. 
It 
is 
a 
peninsula 


thrusting down from Palestine be- 
tween the Mediterranean and .the 
Red Sea. It is a part of Arabia, 
though now mostly under Egyp- 
tian jurisdiction. 
At the present moment, there is 
war raging on the eastern side 
between the Hejaz Arabs and the 
British troops, Great Britain hav- 
ing arbitrarily annexed the strip 
of Hajez territory running down 
from Ma'an to Akaba. The latter 
post—Solomon's Elath, or Ezion- 
Gabar—has been occupied by Brit- 
ish troops, and a British warship 
is riding in the wonderful deep 


us, and we will do thee good," 
was the famous phrase in which he 
expressed the invitation. 


Hobab was a sort of Kit- Car- 
son or Buffalo Bill of this mys- 
terious Sinai. He knew the land, 
he knew the natives,'and he knew 
all the expedients ;of journeying 
and making camp in a desert and 
dangerous company. None of the 
wisest of the Jews out of Egypt 
had any training to .enable them 
to fill this role. As usual in life 
It was personal relationship that 
summoned Hobab for this r- .t of 
responsibility. 


At first, Hobab was reluctant to 
cast his lot with the Jews; but he 
finally did so, and he and his 
descendants became honored par- 
ticipants in the life of the Isreal- 
ites.

sonally know its full extent, or 
Its trails. So when the Israelites, 
after their preparatory experiences 
were ready to take up the march 
to Canaan, Moses asked his bro.th- 
er-in-law, Hobab, son of shrewd 
old Jethro, or Heuel (the apparent 
confusion of names bothers no- 
body who knows the East) to go 
with them ,as guide and teacher 
and counsellor upon camping craft 
and desert ways. "Come thou with 


reads the story, why Hobab was 
so necessary. Did not the Isreal- 
ites have the protection of the 
Presense 
of 
Jehovah 
,and 
the 


pillar of cloud and fire for guid- 
ance? Yes; but it is an old cus- 
tom of God to call on man for 
help. 
In a fashion that Is in- 
scrutabfe, He makes His provi- 
dences contingent upon human co- 
operation. 
The Lo—' seems 
to 
conduct a partnership 
business. 


He demands the assistance of-'men 
and women in His handling of 
their affairs. 
His ways are not 


those of the machine age, which 
does things by mechanical contri- 
vance. 


Of course, God coujd have car- 
ried on the Israelitish experiment 
in complete self-sufficiency. 
But 
that was not His way then, and 
it la not His way now. He had 
need of Moses and of Hobab. He 
never does for mortal what mor- 
.al can do for himself. What a

characterless lot we would

Let us get firm hold of this ap- 


plied truth. 
God is dealing with 
;ht nations today. He is leading 
mankind through a wilderness or-

discipline and towards a dimly- 
perceived Land of Promise. They 
are blind to God's ways In the 
past who think that the present 
time of trial 
spells destruction 


and defeat. 
Like Isreal of old, 


we are on the way; blindly and 
bunglingly and whimperingly, but 
we are on the way. 


Yet God will not complete His 


plans without the co-oneratlon of 
many a Moses and many a Ho- 
bab. This hour calls aloud for 
men who will dare to devote 
themselves to the task of local 
leadership and of world leader- 
ship. 
Reverently it may be said 


that without man's 
aid, 
God 


chooses to be helpless. Our deliv- 
erance depends upon Jehovah— 
plus man.

Returns from 31 of the 48 voting 
precincts in Navarro county Tues- 
day morning at 11 o'clock indicat- 
ing the repeal of the 10-cent road 
maintenance tax In Navarro coun- 
ty carried by a substantial major- 
ity when it was shown that there 
were 1,758 votes for the repeal 
and 329 votes for the retention of 
the tax.

WASHINGTON, Sept. „.—iwr-j- 
The state department was Inform-^ 
ed today that the three American 
consuls kidnapped In Persia Sept.- 
1 arrived in Teharan yesterday iaf», 
ternoon, exhausted but physically 
unharmed. 


Charles C. Hart, American min- 


ister at Teharan, sent a message 
to the department relating the ex- 
perience of Robert B. Streeper, 
American consul, and third secre- 
tary of legation at Teheran, Cyril 
L, F. Thiel, consul at Jerusalem, 
and Thomas A. Hickok, vice con- 
sul at, Jerusalem. 


He said the three consuls had 


been captured by a band of Lur 
tribesmen, stripped to their under- 
wear and forced to run and walk 
25 miles into the mountains. They 
were told by the Lurs they would. 
be killed if the Persian 'military' 
forces attempted to rescue them. 


While the tribesmen were divid- 


ing loot at dusk, they were at- 
tacked 
by Persian troops with 


heavy machine gun and rifle fire 
and during the confusion*the three 
consular officers escaped, scantily 
clad, .and spent the freezing night 
in the mountains.

sector in the eastern portion of

Many Wells Here. 
Allowing for abandonments, It 


is estimated that there are ap- 
proximately 1500 producing wells 
of all depths in the areas in and 
about Corsicana, but no estimate 
is available on the production. In 
1928 
before the oil Industry be- 
gan its drastic curtailment pro- 
gram there 
were approximately 


two thousands producers in tho 
county. 
The first oil was discovered In 
Corsicana in 1894 as Messrs John- 
ston, 
Alken, 
and 
Rlttersbacher 


were drilling a water well for the 
municipality, a few blocks from 
tho heart of the business section 
of the town. Great dismay result- 
ed from the discovery 
at

time, but within a few months 
the first commercial oil well to

zons.Botarlos Come Into Use. 


Development was slow in the 


earlv days of the Corsicana oil 
field because cable tools were the 
only available machinery, but aft- 
er 1905 the "new tangled" rotary 
gained wide usage, and the pro- 
ducing areas spread more rapidly. 
Many of the Improvements made
